"Bluebeard" Harvey alias Watson, et 
al, arch murderer of five of his two 
dozen "-wives" is back today from Nina 
Lee Deloney's grave after having es- 
caped probable violence at El Centre, 
where cries of "shoot him, 'lynch 
Mm," sent shivers thru his wasted 
fonn. 


"Bluebeard" -was smuggled out of 


El Centre in an automobile -when the 
crowd became menacing and Sheriff 
Cline of Los Angeles county was "tip- 
ped" that a mob plot was afoot. He 
was raced to Imperial, a small town 
below El Centre placed on the train 
there. 


Amazing as it seems Harvey spent 


a restful night after his gruesome ex- 
perience. He seemed at ease.

He sat in his private 
compartment on the Pullman car and

The light harrow should 
be displaced with the seeder or even 
the disc for this work, he advises. 


Very little plowing for corn has been
